A physician was called, but too late to 
afford permanent relief, the tad soon 
dying iu terrible agony. 
Tapering red 
worms of various lengths appeared just 
before the boy’s death, crawling from 
his mouth, nose aud ears. 
The physi­ 
cians report that the stomach gave way 
because of the large amount of ga# gen­ 
erated by the rhubarb.
